THERE HAS BEEN a sharp drop 
in the number of Jews being allow- 
ed to leave the Soviet Union, For- 
eign Minister Yigal Allon told the 
Knesset yesterday. 

Replying to ἃ motion for the 

by Likud Member Eenzion 
Keshet regarding Government ef- 
forts on behalf of Russian “Prison- 
ers of Zion,” Allon put the monthly 
average of Jewish emigrants from 
the USSR during the first six 
months of this year at lower than 
1,100, compared with 1,681 in the 
first half of 1974. 

Denying that the Government was 
not pressing hard enough for al- 
leviation of Soviet Jews’ repression, 
Mr. Alion declared: “We view the 
latest developments with great con- 
cern. The Soviet Government must 
know from experience that our 
Government, the Knesset and Jews 
all over the world will not remain 
silent in face of what is being 
done to our fellow Jews in the 
Soviet Union. We shall continue 
our struggle — joined by other 
people of goodwill — until all Pri- 
gsoners of Zion are released, and 
Soviet authorities stop 
Jews who seek the elementary 
human right of joining their rela- 
tives in their historic homeland.” 

The motion was voted to the For- 
eign Affairs and Defence Commit- 
tee.

Bulldozers wrecking - 
Holon Canaanite graves

HOLON. — The archaeological site 
here where Moshe Dayan was in- 
jured while digging in 1968 may 
soon be completely destroyed by 
‘bulldozers working on expanding 

the nearby industrial zone. 

The severeal-dunam-large area, 
thought to have been a Canaanite 
burial ground, has yielded items 
dating back as far as 5,000 years. 
Most of it is now occupied by in- 
dustrial plants and workshops, and 
only a narrow tel stil remains. 
This is now endangered by a bull- 
dozer preparing the foundations 
for a new plant. 

The bulldozer began work several 
weeks ago. After a number of 
Holon residents reported this to 
the Government's Antiquities De- 
partment, it was stopped for a few 
days while a Tel Aviv University 
archaeological. team did some dig- 
ging. ᾿ 

Some two weeks ago, however, 
the Antiquities Department sign 
forbidding destruction in the area 
was removed and the bulldozer was’ 
back again tearing apart aucient 
graves. 

Members of the city’s recently- 
established Public Council for the 
Environment report fnding shat- 
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tered skulls, pieces of pottery and 
various implements among the 
ditches dug by the bulldozer. 
Archaeologist Yariv Shapira, who 
toured the site with the group, 
says he has a set of very well- 
preserved human teeth which he 
found in the bulldozer’s cogs.

Similar legislation is pending in 
the House of Representatives. 

Under an amendment approved 
60 to 32, the Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration could require the U.S.

storage capacity by 3 per cent to 
provide the nation with a “cushion” 
of οἱ during the seven years it 
would take to develop the govern- 
ment-owned storage system. 

The bill, which apparently has 
the backing of the Ford sdminis- 
tration, would require the govern- 
ment to purchase and store enough 
crude ofl to ease the impact of a 
com) cutoff for 90 days. 

Using 1974 consumption levels, 
that would mean storing, mainly 
fo underground salt domes, about 
‘594 million barrels of crude oil.

LEEDS, Engiand (AP). --- British 
doctors voted in favour of continu- 
free dispensation of contracep- 
tives this week after a woman doc- 
tor told them they would look “‘fud- 
dy-duddy and middle-aged” if they 
didn't. 

Some 600 doctors at the British 
Medical Association's annual con- 
ference in Leeds were asked to con- 
demn the free supply of birth con- 
trol pills and other contraceptives 
under the state-run national health 
service. 

One doctor charged this “is a fri- 
volous waste of money” at a time 
when the health service is severely 
short of funds due to Britain's ge- 
neral economic crisis, 

But the physicians voted narrow- 
ly in favour of keeping the free 
birth control service after Dr. Jean 
Lawrie warned that a motion to 
condemn it would cause the public 
to view them “as a fuddy-duddy col- 
lection of middle-aged men who are 
really not interested in the welfare 
of total families.”

‘Canada will close its doors to physicians 


_By MICHAEL JEFFRIES 

CALGARY (Ofns). — 
JUST A FEW DAYS before the 
prairie cowboys and the racing 
chuck-wagons hit town for the 
famous Calgary Stampede, Cana- 
dian doctors and health chiefs here 
set in train a set of surprisingly 
tough measures to prevent foreign 
doctors from emigrating to Canada. 
‘The result is officially expected to be 
Δ minor stampede of a more 
academic kind as doctors race from 
Britain and other countries to seek 
the good life in Canada before it is 
too late. 

Next year immigration barriera 
will come down on all but a trickle of 
British and other foreign doctors. 
Announcing the details to $00 doctors 
at the Canadian Medical 
Association's annual meeting here at 
the end of June, Jean Lupien, the 
Deputy Minister of Health, said: 
“Steps are being taken to reduce the 
flow of immigration byforeign doc- 
tors. In no way is this stand to be 
taken as 8 judgment of the quality of 
doctors we have received. But there 
ig also a need to look at the problem 
in the context of our flow of medical 
students from universities." In other 
words, Canada is now virtually self- 
sufficient in doctors. 

Today. Canada fears it may be 
heading for a medical glut, Its 
medical schools have been stepping’ 
up their annual output from 880 
newly-trained physicians in 1956 to 
1,300 a year. In two years the 
number will swell to 2,400. By then 
they should have about one doctor 
for every 600 people,

As the home-produced medical 
talent _has grown — much of it train- 
ed by British emigre doctors — so 
has Canada's own ‘‘medicare"’ 
health ‘service. Funded in part by 
Federal money linked with personal 
insurance schemes, it now provides 
fairly comprehensive cover — ex- 
cept for the cost of drugs, dentistry 
and opticians’ services. In British 
Columbia, for instance, 2 man will 
pay $10 a month for family health 
cover, In other provinces he may be 
liable for up to about 20 per cent of 
the cost of treatment. 

Physicians here bil] the insurance 
organization only for treatment 
given..So they are more likely to see 
the patient who telephones quickly, 
rather than tell him to take a couple 
of aspirins and come to the surgery 
the following day. It pays them. 

The result is a lucrative career, 
particularly for the general prac- 
Utloner.. Along with lawyers, the 
medical profession is one of the 
highest paid — earning $35,000 to 
$50,000-plus. The hospitals, 
often with deep-pile carpets and 
fastidigus hotel-style service for 
patients, make alckness almost en- 
durable in Canada. But drugs can be 
expensive — fe sometimes finan- 
cially eripp! 

Trerthedox training 

So advanced are the medical 
schools becoming that one of them, 
McMaster University Faculty of 
Medicine in Hamilton, Ontario, is 
even turning out doctors who have 
not had to attend lectures or pass ex- 
aminations. This unorthodox train- 
ing is not as reckless as it sounds. 


The student directs his own 
studies, coming into contact with 
patients from his first week {under 
supervision) and ‘'mugs up’’ on 
problems in a small tutorial group 
when necessary. With such im- 
provements in medical school output 
and teaching methods, Canada now 
feel it can safely begin to shut her 
doors to immigrant doctors. 

Soon after a national medical man- 
power study is completed this 
September, action will be taken. 
Medica] immigrants will be allowed 
in only if they have a limited specific 
hospital contract. Or they may be 
allowed to go only to the deep-frozen 
wastes of the Northwest Territories 
where winter can be eight months 
long.

Turkish aid was cut off under 
a law that banned recipients of 
American military assistance from 
using it except for defensive pur- 
poses. (Turkey used American-sup- 
plied arms in its invasion of Cyprus

The Ford announcement mention- 
ed only cash sales to Turkey and 
not grants or sales on credit. In 
presenting the military aid pro- 
gramme for the fiscal year that 
began on July 1, 1975, the Defence 
Department said it planned $149m. 
in arms sales to Turkey, with $90m. 
on credit and $59m. for cash. 

Tn January of this year, before 
the aid cutoff on February 5, the 
Pentagon had notified Congress it 
intended to sell Turkey $230m. in 
arms to modernize its tank forces. 
This proposed sale was considerably 
larger than the fiscal year 1975 
military aid programme for Turkey 
of $149m. (AP, Reuter} 


$700m. Moscow deal 


ANKARA (Reuter). — Turkey 
and the Soviet Union vesterday 
signed a $700m. credit deal, 
their biggest ever, in Ankara’s 
latest step towards closer rela- 
tions with the East European 
Communists. 

An official statement heralded 


the agreement as attaining “a 
new level in the friendliness and 
good-neighbourliness between the 
two countries.” 

Under the accord, Russia will

Pamplona bulls 


kill runner 


PAMPLONA (AP). -- One person 
was gored to death and more than 
20 injured yesterday in the annual 
running of the bulls through the 
streets of this northern Spanish 
city. 

The death occurred as the run- 
ners piled up at the narrow en- 
trance to the bull ring and the 
eight bulls smashed into them. 

Police identified the dead manas 
Gregorlo Gorriz Asarasa, 41, from 
@ small town near Pamplona. Many. 
others were seriously injured. 

The death was the first in two 
years. More than 50 persons have 
been killed since the week-long 
running of the bulls began nearly 
four centurles ago. 

The bulls usually cover the 900 
metres from the bull pens to the 
bull ring in less than two minutes. 
But yesterday it took them more 
than four minutes to hook and 
slash their way through the wall 
of human bodies —- more than 1,000 
runners — stacked up ahead of 
them. 

The running was considered by 
many to be the most dramatic in 
recent years.

Methods were worked out to ‘‘de- 
ink, de-oll, and de-wax" the used 
paper, and a special company, call- 
ed “‘Amnir," was set up to handle the 
recycling process. *‘We were offered 
a foreign process at a high price," 
Mr. Paran says, “but we devised our 
own system instead and succeeded 
in raising the quantity of paper 
recycled and used again from two 
per cent five years ago to 12.5 per 
cent today. The method admittedly 
is based on processes used abroad, 
so it [5 uct patentable, but, 
nevertheless, we have gained con- 
siderable know-how, and this is a 
saleable commodity.”* 

The importance of starch should 
not be overlooked as it is used to im- 
part strength and surface properties 
to paper. Until recently all starch 
was tmported, but together with Kib- 


butz Gal-Am, which makes starch, 
the plant worked out a “continuous 
cooking" process which allowed It to. 
use local starches and ‘‘convert 
them into paper-making starches.”" 
Paper making is far from a simple 
process, and consists of ‘scores of 
parameters,'" each one rigidly con- 
trolled. But, as Mr. Paran expiained, 
“it is almost impossible for a control 
team to check all the parameters, 
for the whole process is incredibly 
fast and is just too complicated.” 
Thus computers were installed on 
the three huge paper-making 
machines, and this proved so 
successful that the Productivity 
Institute used the Hadera plant as a 


* prototype. ‘The use of these com- 


puters allowed production to in- 
crease by five per cent — while 
producing a more uniform uct, 
and, indeed, the computers paid for 
themselves within one year,"’ Mr. 
Paran concludes.

_ Peron’s widow faces 
crisis in Argentina

THE FINAL BREAK-UP of the 
Peronist movement is at hand as 
General Juan Peron's widow, 
President Maria Estela 
(Isabelita) Martinez de Peron, 
“shows herself unequal to the her- 
culean task of keeping it 
together. 

After lingering | on for a year 
after the death of its founder in 
July last year, Peronism seems 
destined ‘to disintegrate into a 
collection of mutually hostile 
factions which are in i 
at each other's throats. A move-
